Jim Paterson, Presi- 
dent of the Liberal Club, Mr. Mac- 
kenzie has indicated his desire to 
meet the new Veteran Executive 
'i'heyf.Nvill'iibe. InUoduced to the 
Minister- by -'the President of the 
Liberal Club in the Arts and 
Science Council Room immediately 
before the meeting in Moyse Hall 
r.t 5 p.m. 

One of thc^ most long-standinE 
and ex pcrieneed, members of Par- 
liament. Mr. Mackenzie was first 
elected as Liberal candidate in 
Vancouver, and held Iho Ministry 
of National ' Defence at the open- 
ing of hostilities. He has also held 
the post of,' Minister of Pensions 
and National Health before Mr. 
Claxton took over the newly creat- 
ed Ministry of National Health and 
•Welfare. 

At the close of hostilities Mr. 
Mackenzie, took over the newly 
established portfolio of Veteran's 
Affairs, and has since been respon- 
sible for the welfare of all those 
who have been discharged from 
the armed services.

Spiritual Unity Is UN. 'Must' 
Says Rabbi Kertzer in Address 



students of all beliefs sounded a 
friendly note In the Union Ballroom 
last night when they gathered to 
hear a talk by Rabbi Morris N. 
Herlzberg at the third meeting of 
the "Religion in Life Week". McGill 
Hillel Foundation sponsored his 
address on "Religion In World Af- 
ralrs." 

The United Nations, he declared. 
Is not an overgrown parliament. It 
Is a state of mind. It is the unity 
in a spiritual sense that must be. 
achieved between nations. This spi- 
ritual unity does not exist. It docs 
not exist in nations that have a 
great deal in common. The relation- 
ship between France and United 



States is not one of spiritual unity. 
It cannot exist in an assembly of 
diverse interests. How can there be 
a parliament of man when there is 
no bcotherhod of man? How can. 
there be any unity of spirit when 
the nations of men do not under- 
stand each other? 

Two nations which have a great 
deal in common cannot get along 
with each other In spirit. France 
and United States, which Rabbi 
Kertzer used as àn example, have 
common social values. France' has 
created a cultural wall around her- 
self. The texts of school children 
have changed very slowly over 
many generations. They are taught

The 
daughter i)f-a;CongregaiionaI min- 
jster an4 a Schoolteacher, Miss 
.Bricc was born 27 years ago, and 
.grew up;in Scdalia, N.C. She grad- 
uated from : Talladega College, 
Alabama-^ with a degree in music. 
It was thertT that she learned of 
the Juiliiard Graduate School .md 
its fellowships. Her mother and 
brotheri Jonathan, who is now her 
accompanist,; were living in New 
Yoi-k t]ien,.Eo she came north to 
:join. them in 1939. That fall she 



achieved her ambition by winning 
a Juiliiard fellowship, which . re- 
newed for five successive years. 
Carol Bricc first appeared in New 

York at the Museum of Modern 
Art in a production of an early 
English opera, "The .Chaplet". Of 
her perfo'rmance, Virgil Thomson, 
noted music critic of the. New York 
Herald Tribune wrote: "Her scale 
is of an equality from bottom to 
top, uncqualed by that of any wo- 
man singer I have heard on the 
operatic stage this season.'^ 

In 1940 she was chosen to sing 
at the third Inauguration of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, and later at the 
White House for Mrs. Roosevelt. 
Other major cngagcmcnls included 
a special concert under the direc- 
tion of the conductor of the Boston 
Symphony, Serge Koussevitzky; 
with the Pittsburgh Symphony 
under Fritz Reiner; the Kansas City 
Symphony under Efrcm Kurtz; with 
the New York Philharmonic Sym- 
phony; in .1 recital at Carnegie Hall: 
as soloist with the Yale Glee Club, 
and as star of her own radio show, 
broadcast over a major network, 
"Carol Brlce, Contralto."

The action of the Liberal Club in bringing 
a speaker of the calibre of the Honorable Ian 
JIackcnzie, Minister of Veterans' Affairs in the 
present Government, serves a greater -purpose 
than was at first hoped. For not only is Mr. 
Mackenzie speaking (o that organization, but 
he has signified his intention of answering all 
questions which may be in any way n part of 
veterans' affairs. The opportunity before the 
student veterans on this campus is one, therefore, 
which should most certainly be put to good use. 
The move to obtain Moysc Hall for the meeting 
indicates that a sincere effort is being made to 
accommodate all those who may wish to air 
questions concerning living allowance, housing 
and the like, which liave played so large a part 
in campus discussions. The presence of the ^iin- 
istcr should serve to clarify many of these prob- 
lems and the attitude which the Government 
takes towards them. 

The debate tonight in Moysc Hall is a further 
indication of, the energies of the Debating Union 
Society and of Ihc direction in which they arc 
being channelled. The calibre of debates and the 
. interest on the part of students towards them 
has incrcBBcd tremendously in the past two 
years, and the executive of the Society is to be 
commended for the imposing array of opponents 
which the McGill teams will face this year. To- 
night, however, marks both a beginning and a 
peak. The debate is the first intercollegiate event 
of this nature for this year and sels a high stan- 
dard for future competitions. Tlic peak is mark- 
ed by the presence of the Harvard team as op- 
ponents. Harvard has long been considered 
among the top teams in debating on the conti- 
nent/ and. as such provide McGiU's debaters with 
stronger competitiion .tiian . they, have faced be- 
fore. However, the. successes achieved by the Red 
teams last year mark us as prepared to vie with 
the best, and so the series hero and at Harvard 
are deser\'ing of more than passing interest. 

The football game, however, will probably at- 
tract the greatest number of students — not sur- 
prising, considering the fact that the University 
of Toronto provides tiie opposition. The intense 
rivalry between the, two universities has abated 
not a whît over the past few years and as a re- 
sult, tomorrow's game will be a fight for moral 
victory if not for a championship. Toronto's 
team will be accompanied by a great number of 
student supporters, who will most probably be 
in good voice. For that reason alone, ignorinir 
for the moment the fact that local students will 
have R lot to cheer about, should scr^'R as suffic- 
ient impetus to the Red supporters. The came is 
the finale for the season — a season which has 
seen a lot happen. Wn are hopeful that the Mc- 
Gill section will provide the momentum for the 
team to make fhi^ i^nmc a rousing victorj'.

Ed Note: This is (he first in a series of articles 
jncicntcd by the Canadian Universltv Press (CUP). 
The purpoic o] these articles is to introduce to Mc- 
Gill students the campus publications of the other 
colleoes across Canada. 

The college paper has the lob of keeping students 
informed of all the events o( the campus. To a great 
extent It influences student opinlon^'on current col- 
lege issues. 

THE VARSITY is in its 66th year and over this 
period has been developed gradually from a tiny 
four column sheet to the eight page tabloid of today. 
It has been of value not only to the students who 
read it, but also to those who worked on Its pages — 
and many a Canadian newspaperman and writer saw 
his first brain-children cavorting through THE VAR- 
SITY columns. An Assistant-Editor in 18D7 was 
William Lyon Mackenzie King: E. B. Jolllffc held 
the same Job In 1932 and In 1936 THE VARSITY'S 
News EdItorj;Was Ross Munroe..' The^Editor, of the 
nNANCÏÀt;''F6ST, Ron MeÈaciîèninifCBC's Shus- 
1er and Wayne, and Greg Clark, In their days, also 
had a hand in turning out the papcr.- 

In 1B80, the first Issue of whai It now THE 
VARSITY was published as THE WEEKLY REVIEW 
OF EDUCATION, POLITICS AND EVENTS and sold 
for five cents at the corner of Adelaide and King 
Streets in downtown Toronto. It had a substantial 
reading public — including the 500 students at the 
University. Dcipite this, the Varsity Stock Company, 
which financed the sheet, had to raise the price to 
ten cents. This killed it and In 1888 publication was 
handed over to the University College Literary and 
Scientific Society. It reappeared as THE VARSITY, 
strictly undergraduate, and It never has looked back. 

The first female contribution to THE VARSITY, 
"The CoHoge Girl" appeared in 1897, a rich conces- 
sion to the handful of girls who then decorated the 
campus. By 1908, when U was taken over by the 
Unlversily of Toronto Union, it had jumped from a 
weekly to a twice-weekly and three years later it 
took another step and appeared each Monday, Wed- 
nesday and Friday. Though It took the best part 
of halt a century, women finally got their names 
on the masthead in 1917 and six years later THE 
VARSITY emerged as a dally newspaper, free of 
charge to every student of the University. 

Two events were celebrated In 1931 — the Fif- 
tieth Anniversary and the one and only Suspension 
of THE VARSITY. This latter followed a scalding 
editorial which condemned, in general and particular 
terms, everything connected with the University and 
life in Toronto the Good. The Students Administra- 
tive Council cracked down and for several days wall 
bulletins- were substituted for the offending organ. 

The satirical "Champus Cat" — a typographical 
error which stuck — and the Art, Music and Drama 
column began In 1938. First class leading stories, live 
editorials, a crack sporting page, an open letters 
section and the features — which also include Sport 
Shots, "PEAnuts . . .", Sportswoman and Canadian 
Campus from CUP — keep THE VARSITY In the 
front rank of university dailies on this continent. 
lÀst^year circulation — which is crowding 20,000 — 
put too heavy a burden on University Press and 
publishing was moved Jo a professional newspaper 
plant in* Oshawa, 25 miles east of Toronto. With 
that change THE VARSITY assumed its present tab- 
loid form. 

Style of wrlUng'Is-left largely to the Individual 
butt as In any newspaper office, copy editors are on 
the job to clean up the work. THE VARSITY now 
has two cartoonists who, in turn, give readers sophis- 
ticated farce and hilarious humor. Pictures, 60-scrcen 
half-tone, cover contributions of Interest plus the 
intimate shots of tl) encwspaper's own photographers. 
Of the 40 columns available, IS regularly are filled 
with paid advertisements, but so far a Royal Com- 
mission has not been suggested to probe this luccra- 
tlve angle, 

Each Christmas THE VARSITY offers undergrad- 
uates an opportunity to display their talents In poetry 
and short stroy writing. These go Into the Green 
Literary Issue — which refers to the color of the Ink, 
not the quality of the contributions. Awards are given 
for the best work published. 

The future of this great student newspaper Is 
the future of the University of Toronto. And the 
future of the' University In turn depends on the 
future of the country. In 1060, will there be 50.000 
students on the campus — or 2,5007 Who knows — 
Mackenzie King. Stalin, TrumanV This writer will 
go no farther than to say that whatever the enroll- 
ment, it is likely that — as in the past — there will 
be a copy of THE VARSITY for every student. 



Rabbi Kertzer .

'There has been a return of 
Jewish consciousness though a 
diminution of orthodoxy has oc 
currcd among membisrs of the 
armed forces." This was Rabbi Mor- 
ris Kertzer's personal belief after 
his experiences in Europe as an 
American chaplain. 

The Jewish boys, he stated, are 
aware of their Jewlshncss now to 
an extent that is refreshing. In 
the armed forces anti-semitism was 
largely non-existent due to the 
mingling of all groups. 

Such opinions were but a part of 
the vast personal knowledge of the 
Rabbi In discussing not only the 
world at present but the world of 
the past and the future. 

Rabbi Kertzer . is visiting Mont 
real as the guest speaker of the 
HIUcI Foundation In the Religion 
and Life Week sponsored by the 
Inter Faith Council. This is not his 
first visit to our fair metropolis, 
for eight years ago he was instru 
mental in the 'original discussions 
about having a Hillel Foundation 
here. 

Rabbi Kertzer, who by the way 
is an ardent ping pong fan, was 
born in Toronto and was educated 
there and at the University of 
Illinois. He was head of Hillel 
there and at the University of 
Alabama. He was appointed to the 
staff of Unlversily of Iowa in the 
chair of "Religion." This course 
had the largest enrolment of any 
such course in America. After his 
stint In the services. Rabbi Kertzer 
became rabbi at the Park Avenue 
Congregation In New York 

The Rabbit impressed with keen 
analytieal mlnd, his insight and his 
cool desire to help. He felt that 
anti-semitlsm was not capable of 
attack overtly but was rather a 
covert deed and must be warded off 
in that manner.

that most songs ever written are 
French, they see only French 
operas, they read only the French 
philosophers. They have a dis 
torted conception of America in- 
fluenced by the Hollywood fifth 
rate movie.

Good will is not enough. There 
must be good will plus intelligence 
—that is the meaning of religion. 
Charity Is a barrier rather than a 
bridge. The United States has 
poured millions of dollars into 
France and the ordinary French 
man is certain that the American 
has ulterior motives. He 'sees the 
American in his worst light; he 
does not see liis wounds. The AiD' 
erlcaii ridicules the Ftcnchi way 
of living and the French do not 
lilte it. 

The reason lor this lack of un- 
derstanding not only in France and 
in the United SUtes which the 
Rabbi ^ cited only as a minor ex- 
ample but in all nations is that 
they have not opened their windows 
to each other. Nations have been 
living in a small tight world and 
they have not utilized the advan» 
tages Qt ^ jset eoee . ITiere is no, need 
for international conflict when 
there can be an international ex- 
change of students, history lessons 
by the modern media of travel, and
